Arts and Science faculties at 
U of T almost get the knife 



TORONTO (CUP)— The faculty 
of arts and science “has no 
plans to disband" said the 
University of Toronto dean 
Arthur Kruger, despite a report 
which proposes the phasing 
out of below standard depart- 
ments in that faculty. 

The report, leaked to the U of 
T undergraduate newspaper. 
The Varsity, suggested 
disbanding certain disciplines 
in which the university was not 
a recognized world, or at least 
Canadian leader. 

Kruger said the document 
was a "very rough draft" and 
was meant “for discussion 
purposes only." 

Lawrence Mardon, a student 
member of the arts and science 
committee, made the 
document public to the com- 
mittee November 3. He asked 
the committee what the 
timetable for disbanding the 
the disciplines would be and 
what would happen to the staff 
and students in a discipline. 

Cam Harvey, another student 



member, suggested that in view 
of the academic implications of 
the paper it should be tabled 
before the committee. 

The document also proposed 
that to have “an outstanding 
faculty be international 
standards’’ requires the 
maintenance and enhancement 
of the quality and quantity of 
research and/or the quality of 
graduate'' and undergraduate 
students and programs. 

To enhance the graduate 
program, over which the faculty 
has little control, the document 
proposed that department 
chairpersons be selected 
according to their desires to 
give leadership to the 
programs. 

The main concern of the 
report is with the un- 
dergraduate program. To at- 
tract “the best students" the 
report proposed maintaining 
current high admission stan- 
dards on the St. George 
campus and raising standards 
at the Erindale campus. 



it further recommends closer 
ties with high schools, more 
scholarships, an expansion of 
residence facilities, and an 
exploration of the possibility of 
achievement tests to screen 
applications. 

Other proposals Include 
reducing class sizes and 
tightening policies to achieve 
“consistency In standards" of 
marking. Increased efforts to 
uncover cheating were also 
proposed. 



David Mandel alleges that 
political bias was exercised in 
the department’s rejection of 
his candidacy for a three year 
term last April. 

Many professors disagreed. 

Professor Bakiev Nayar was 
one of the faculty members 
opposed to student parity on 
the committee, noting that the 
transience of students should 
prevent them from having in- 
fluence in the decision-making 
process. 

"It is a waste of time and 
effort to report on these issues; 
these are such minor and 
meaningless issues to raise," 
he said, in opposition to the 
motion to set up the com- 
mittee. 

When questioned by 
Professor Blema Steinberg as 
to the necessity of improving 
current procedures, PSSA 
president Jeff Cohen replied 
that it was "because of con- 
troversies that have come 
about showing that perhaps 
these procedures are 
Inadequate." • 

Professor Stephen Boren- 
stein spoke strongly In favor of 



and elaborations of the 
department’s hiring procedures 
as it may put forward." 

In dissenting. Professor 
Barbara Haskel said, “1 don't 
think it is required, justified or 
fair to set up a committee In- 
stead of. doing it on your 
(students’) own." 

Professor Borenstein pointed 
out the lack of guidelines to 
appoint student reps to the 
department committee, as the 
negative vote on Mandel lacked 
one third student represen- 
tation. Kd also noted the 
necessity to stipulate the form 
in which the appointments 
.committee should present their 
choice to the department. 

“In the past there have been 
(personal) injections from the 
chair in announcing the 
recommendation (prior to the 
voting),’’ he said. 

“I never suggested that our 
constitution was perfect,” said 
Professor Steinberg. 

“I do take exception to the 
thought that the existence of a 
controversy is Indicative that 
our procedures may be faulty," 
she said. 



Canada: Hard line at Madrid? 



Irish prisoner to speak here *

As part of a world wide 
campaign in support of 
political prisoners in Northern 
Ireland, former H-Block 
prisoner Raymond Crane will 
speak at McGill Wednesday. 

Crane’s talk on the struggle 
for political prisoners status by 
some 500 men and 28 women 
prisoners in Belfast prisons is 
sponsored by Amnesty In- 
ternational, the Arab Students’ 
Association, and the In- 
ternational Students’ 
Association. 

Crane spent two-and-a-half 
years "on the blanket" in Long 
Kesh Prison serving a sentence 
for alleged membership in the 



Provisional Irish Republican 
Army. 

The “Blanket Men" in H- 
Block of Long Kesh and 
“Blanket Women" of Armagh 
prison refuse to wear prison 
clothing in protest as part of a 
fight lor political prisoner 
status. 

Crane, who is 24 years oid, 
was arrested under the 
Emergency Provisions Act in 
July 1977, and sentenced to 
three years in jail for alleged 
membership in the Provisional 
Irish Republican Army. 

Crane’s talk in the Union 
Ballroom Wednesday at 2:00 is 
entitled “Northern Ireland: The 
Struggle for Political Status."

OTTAWA — The Canadian 
government will be taking a 
hard line at tomorrow’s Madrid 
conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe, Liberal 
MP Jesse Flis told a crowd of 
protesters Friday, 

Speaking at a demonstration 
of 130 students outside 
Parliament, Fils (Parkdale-High 
Park) said the Canadian 
delegation will attempt to 
persuade the conference to 
reaffirm the provisions of the 
Helsinki Final Act. 

“As a member of the sub- 
committee going to Madrid, I 
will strongly advocate the 
thorough implementation of 
the Helsinki Final Act and all Its 
provisions, including those 
dealing with security, disar- 
mament, human rights, trade, 
human contact and freedom of 
information. 

“There is a need for practical 
measures at both domestic and 
international levels to promote 
effective respect for human 
rights and fundamental 
freedoms. It is essential that all 
nations respect basic human 
and democratic rights, leaving 
no room for discrimination of 



any form," he said. 

Pauline Jewitt (NOP) said she 
would try to get Canada’s 
delegation to emphasize the 
need for the Belgrade 
agreement to recognize the 
rights of monitoring groups, 
which are being persecuted in 
Eastern-bloc countries. 

"We will continue to insure 
. . . that the Helsinki monitoring 
groups not be persecuted, 
because if you dori’t have 
monitoring groups there 
monitoring the accords, there 
can be no assumption at all 
that they will be carried out,” 
she said. 

Jewitt also stressed the need 
lor the conference to focus on 
more than basic human rights. 

“We have to have basic 
human rights preserved and 
^protected to survive in this 
‘world, just as we also have to 
have arms control and disar- 
mament to survive in this 
world," she said. 

Senator Paul Uzyk (PC- 
Manitoba) said the Canadian 
delegation would be hampered 
in its efforts by the present 
agreement which says that no 
statement can be made by the 
conference without the 



unanimous approval of all 
participants. 

He said the Soviets used this 
veto power to water down the 
Helsinki agreement. 

Everytime we pressed the 
Soviets and proved they were 
violating human rights, they 
told us we were violating the 
internal affairs of their country 
and that we had no right to 
interfere. 

"We are in the same 
situation now. We have asked 
that the rules be changed, that 
there be a majority (consensus)

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VANCOUVER (CUP) — Student 
organizations are rallying with 
ethnic and labor groups to have 
criminal charges brought 
against the Ku Klux Klan here 
for "inciting hatred and 
threatening the peace." 

The Klan has been actively 
recruiting In Vancouver, 
distributing literature to 
students entering Vancouver 
Technical High School and 
reportedly handing out orange 
cards on the University of B.C. 
campus with the message: 
"Racial purity is Canada's 
security." 

Delicia Crump, of the 
National Black Coalition, has 
written B.C. Attorney-General 
Allan Williams asking per- 
mission to lay charges against 
the Klan under section 281-2 of

incitement and promotion of 
hatred. 

Student organizations are 
now sending telegrams to 
Williams that he allow Crump 
to lay the charges, as is 
required under the code. 

The B.C. Students Federation 
and the Simon Fraser 
University Student Society have 
already sent their telegrams, 
while Capllano College Student 
Society was expected to do so 
last week. 

“The Klan is a criminal, vile 
organization and it should be 
banned," said SFU Student

"I told my parents to 
waste no time In loading up the 
station wagon. Get out now 
before they seal off the border." 

"What’s everyone so upset 
about?" drawled a flower child 
from the Saskatchewan 
backwoods. "Why just a few 
weeks ago, Ronnie outlined his 
strategy for eliminating poverty 
in the U.S. — I heard he’s going 
to lower the poverty line to an 
income of not more than $2,999 
U.S. a year (or most, and $1,000 
a year (or minorities." 

A more sympathetic 
Canadian from Ajax, Ontario 
swore he would become a 
martyr for the American cause. 

"Give me a gun. I'll shoot 
him, then shoot myself. But 
don’t quote me. I may not 
remember saying this tomorrow 
morning. You see. I’ve been 
sympathizing rather heavily 
with my American friends.” 



"Here comes the big stick 
again," said a Caribbean 
student.

Kampuchea: A foot in 
the door for Moscow?

The Vietnamese-Soviet in- 
vasion of Kampuchea (Cam- 
bodia) Is part of a plan to create 
an Indochinese federation 
which will give the Soviets 
unprecedented strength in 
South East Asia, said Dr. 
Thiounn Mumm Tuesday. 

Speaking at the Center for 
Developing Area Studies, the 
Chairman of the National 
Committee for Science and 
Technology of Kampuchea 
said: "The expansion of Hanoi 
and Moscow are part and 



parcel of the same world 
domination plan.” 

Mumm warned of the global 
dangers involved in Soviet 
hegemony over Indochina. 

"If they succeed in con- 
solidating their position in 
Kampuchea, there can be no 
doubt that they will come to 
dominate South East Asia and 
control the Malacca Strait, the 
Makasar Strait, and the eastern 
part of the Indian Ocean. 

“They will have won a 
strategic superiority that they 
have never enjoyed before." 

Dr. Mumm emphasized that 
the regime currently in power in 
Phnom Penh, Kapuchea’s 
capital city. Is illegitimate, and 
thus for good reason not 
recognized by the United 
Nations. 

“In the temporarily occupied 
regions, it is the 50,000 Viet- 
namese agents who are run- 
ning the whole show. The 
administration installed in 
Phnom Penh is a purely Viet- 
namese one. 

"And it Is because of the 
. Hanoi authorities’ persistence 
.In this systematic ex- 
termination venture that in- 



ternational humanitarian 
assistance to the Kampuchean 
people was cynically diverted 
for the benefit of Hanoi’s oc- 
cupation troops, or ended up In 
Vietnam," Mumm said. 

Despite internal political 
differences the people of 
Kampuchea are united against 
the Vietnamese aggressors. Dr. 
Mumm explained. 

"All the successes of 
Democratic Kampuchea In the 
military field could not even be 
imagined without the support 
and active participation of large 
strata of the Kampuchean 
people In the people’s war of 
national resistance. 

“The national army and 
guerrilla units of Democratic 
Kampuchea are fighting 
throughout the country up to 
Phnom Penh itself and are 
succeeding In Inflicting severe 
and heavy losses on Viet- 
namese troops everyday. 

"They have succeeded in 
bogging down the 250,000 
Vietnamese soldiers and 50,000 
Vietnamese agents occupying 
Kampuchea." 

Mumm compared this to a 
country the size of the United 
States effectively checking an 
occupation of . ten million 
soldiers. 

The Vietnamese "say they 
were Invited by the Kam- 
pucheans to overthrow the Pol 
Pot ' government. In view of 
ovenAfhelming solidarity among 
the Kampucheans against the 
Vietnamese, Dr. Mumm says of 
this explanation that "its only 
merit Is that it demonstrates 
the cynicism of the Hanoi 
authorities and their total 
contempt for the international 
community." 

Dr. Mumm ended his talk 
with a three point proposal of 
the government of Democratic 
Kampuchea, outlining its 
solution to the situation at 
hand. 

"First, the Hanoi authorities 
must unconditionally withdraw 
their forces from Kampuchea. 

"Secondly, the Kampuchea 
people will choose their 
national government, by means 
of general and free elections. 

“Thirdly, the government of 
Democratic Kampuchea and 
the people of Kampuchea will 
harbour no hatred or rancour, 
nor will they require any 
compensation, provided that 
the Vietnamese forces with- 
draw completely from Kam- 
puchea." 



Students rally to charge Klan 
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Conservative tide sweeps America 



It had been built up to be one of the tightest 
contests in American political history. But in the 
end the much-expected cliffhanger turned into a 
stunning landslide victory for the Grand Old 
Party, led by former California Governor Ronald 
Reagan. As of early Wednesday morning, the 
Republican party had captured an awesome 
total of 403 Electoral College votes, compared 
to only 35 for incumbent President Jimmy Carter 
and the Democrats. 

It was clear right from the outset that a wave 
of conservatism would sweep the country, 
digging deep into traditional Democrat 
strongholds: even Jimmy Carter’s own 
backyard, the deep South, was affected by the 
seemingly irresistible fonward thrust of the 
Republican party. 

Industrial states such as Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan and Illinois were indicative of what the 
Reagan people had termed the “blue woo" 
throughout the campaign, as the Union and blue 
collar vote betrayed Its traditional Democratic 
allegiances, and tipped the industrial-state 
scales heavily in favor of the Republicans. Prior 
to the election it had been generally concede by 
both major parties that a sweep of these key 
states would virtually assure victory. 

A good example of what happened 
throughout the country is supplied by the state 
of Texas: labeled by pollsters as too close to call 
prior to the election, it nevertheless went heavily 
for Reagan. As was the case all over the country, 
analysts predicted that the juxtaposition of big 
business (which had been seen as being strong 
for Reagan) and of an increasing minority and 
ethnic vote (which Carter had been depending 
on) would make the election a nallbiter; Texas, 
however, went to the Repubiicans, as did the 
rest of the West. 

One is led to ponder the fact that Jimmy 
Carter's showing was as dismal as it was: what 
actually did go wrong with the Carter campaign? 
The Incumbent President had been banking on a 
high voter turnout, especially among urban 
minorities. However, voter turnout was reg- 
istered as hovering around the 50% mark; it 
was especially apathetic among blacks, who 



had been Carter's staunchest supporters in 
1976. This fact accounts largely for his losing 
New York and Michigan, as well as some 
Southern states. 

Another question which arises from the 
election returns is what happened to the highly 
touted and much talked about Anderson dif- 
ference. Anderson's support had been dwin- 
dling throughout the latter stages of the cam- 
paign. He had dropped from a summer high of 
24% public support to an election result of 7%. 
No Immediate answer can be given, but it is 
thought that the American electorate shied 
away from Anderson because they may have 
considered that a vote for the Independant 
candidate would be tantamount to casting a 
blank ballot. But still, a buoyant Anderson, 
shrugged off the blow by giving the mosî 
energetic of the post-election speeches. His 
good humour was evident as he made sure 
daughter Suzie had done her "nuclear 
proliferation" homework! 

Some races provided totally unexpected 
upsets. The incumbent liberal minded 
Democratic Senators such as New York's Javits, 
South Dakota’s McGovern, Indiana’s Bayh and 
Idaho’s Church were all defeated by more 
conservative-thinking candidates. 

As President-elect Reagan pointed out in his 
acceptance speech, the Republicans might very 
well end up controlling the Senate, for the first 
time In a quarter of a century. 

■ In more general terms, T uesday night's turn of 
events seem to be forecasting a new era of 
conservatism in American politics. Less 
government intervention -and spending have 
gained wide acceptance in the lower, middle 
and upper classes of America. As a well known 
analyst pointed out upon seeing that Governor 
Reagan was going to win by a landslide 
majority, “it seems that today in America, right 
is might." 

Now that Americans have chosen their 40th 
President, they can finally turn their attention 
towards other pressing issues, like, "Who really 
did shoot J.R.?"

Imagine that a Partl-Quebecols-Union 
Nationale alliance runs for election In 
Quebec on a straight Independence 
ticket. They are elected with a 70 per 
cent malorlty and set up an In- 
dependent government. The Canadian 
government sends the army Into 
Quebec and a short bitter guerilla war 
takes place. A negotiated settlement 
allows an independent Quebec, but the 
new government Is forced under the 
threat of total war to cede an area 
stretching from West Montreal to the 
Ontario border. A new statelet is 
created with an anglophone malorlty 
and a large francophone minority, 
which Is predominantly working class, 
and confined to areas like Point St. 
Charles and St. Henri. 

The francophones suffer 
discrimination both politically and 
economically and unemployment runs 
at an average of 22 per cent. Job and 
housing preference goes to anglophone 
- workers, which buys their loyally to the 
state. Anti-Quebecols hysteria Is 
constantly whipped up by the angle 
press and politicians and their frequent 
pogroms against the francophone 
ghettoes. The War Measures Act Is kept 
In permanent effect In the Anglo- 
statelet, so that even the government of 
South Africa expresses envy at the 
power of the State. 

Meanwhile In Independent Quebec, a 
brief civil war lakes place and the right 
wing Union Nationale comes to power, 
and forms a conservative Catholic 
government. 

If you substitute Ireland for Quebec, 
England for Canada, Catholic for 
French and Protestant/Loyalist for 
anglophone, the above seemingly far 
fetched scenario becomes a capsule 
history of the creation of Northern 
Ireland, also known as Ulster, late In 
1921. 

The original reason for the retention 
of the six counties was economic. It 
was In the six counties that most of 
Ireland's heavy industry, owned by 
English industrialists, was located. By 
retaining the six counties British in- 
vestments were safe, and British 
economic control of the southern part 
of Ireland was continued. As with all 
colonial territories, the orange statelet 
also provided the British Industrialists 
with a source of cheap labour, the 
Catholic "minority". The support of 
Protestant workers In the North was 
bought with institutionalized 
discrimination against the Catholics — 
which gives Loyalist Protestant workers 
a slightly higher standard of living. To 
this day earnings are higher amongst 
protestants, there is drastically less 
unemployment amongst Protestants 
than Catholics, and Protestant housing 
is, on the whole, better than the 
Catholic ghettoes. 

Beneath the religious guise (another 
familiar media distortion) the true face 
of Protestant politics Is quite 
straightforward. Equality or a United 
Ireland, is presented to Protestant 
workers as a threat to their economic 
position. Just as white workers in South 
Africa support racism, so do many 
Protestant workers in Ireland support 
organized discrimination. 

The history of the six counties since 
partition Is a tale of consistent denial of 
basic civil and human rights to the 
Catholic "mlnDrity". Catholic 
Nationalists have been legally excluded

from the civil service, police forces and 
many jobs. Careful jerrymandering and 
the denial of a vote to Catholics kept 
the Unionists in power. 

It was this denial of civil rights that 
led to the present political unrest in 
Ulster. In the late 1960's a civil rights 
movement, campaigning for "one man 
one vote", emerged In the North with 
widespread support in the Nationalist 
community. The response by the 
Loyalist government was to ban mar- 
ches and send the police in to break up 



that they were there to shore up 
Protestant privileges. 

The troops directed their “peace 
keeping" at the Catholic community, 
smashing down the barricades in the 
Catholic communities, standing by 
whilst Protestant gunmen continued 
their campaign of terror. On Bloody 
Sunday, January 30th 1972, in Derry, 
there was a peaceful civil rights 
demonstration. The army in co- 
operation with local Protestant 
organizations (who cancelled their

the demonstrations. The Civil rights 
movement was brutally broken up by a 
series of violent attacks by the police 
on marchers. 

Not content with that, many Loyalist 
organizations decided to “teach the 
Catholics a lesson". Throughout the 
history of the North, para-military 
I Protestant organizations have operated 
as a special wing of the local police 
force (often including policemen out of 
uniform). These organizations moved, 
against the Catholic ghettoes In 
response to the civil rights movement, 
burning houses and attacking 
Catholics. 

But the British government was 
happy to sit back and let the Catholic 
communities be attacked. It was when 
the Catholic communities .began to 
resist the nightly invasions of their 
streets by orange gunmen, that the 
British started talking about 'peace- 
keeping', democracy, and, of course. 
Law and Order, it was on the pretext of 
defending the Catholic ghettoes that 
the Irish Republican Army took up arms. 
Republican soldiers guarded barricades 
at the entrances to Catholic areas, 
prevented armed groups from entering 
the streets. 

British Troops were supposedly sent 
into Ireland to keep the peace between 
the two communities. At first the 
Catholics supported this move, 
believing that theTroops would actually 
protect them from the para-military 
attacks. But the Troops were there to 
maintain the Status Quo, which meant.' 



lodge and church meetings that day in 
order to support the army's actions) 
attacked the demonstration. Thirteen 
unarmed civilian demonstrators were 
shot dead by the army. Bloody Sunday 
dispelled any illusipns that Catholics 
might have had about the role of the 
troops. As always, the British interest 
itself was the root of the problem. 

The army continues to support the 
Protestants. The guns carried by the 
Protestant murder squads and their 
ammunition are British army issue. 
Groups like the Ulster Volunteer Force, 
supposedly illegal (connected with the 
legally sanctioned Ulster Defence 
Regiment) haVe been responsible for 
many brutal killings. The legal Ulster 
Defence Association has recently 
claimed responsibility for the murder of 
some relatives of republican prisoners. 
But no one denounced the Protestant 
armed gangs. 

Another myth about the war is that 
the provisional Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) and the Irish National Liberation 
Army (INLA) are a small group of 
"terrorists" who operate without the 
support of the Catholic community. 
Hence the f"act that the British govern- 
ment justifies their pursual of a 
"military solution", since they claim 
that they only need to “catch" a small 
group of "terrorists". In fact the army 
knows full well that this is not the case. 
The IRA and the INLA have widespread 
support amongst the Catholic com- 
munities, they will continue to fight and 
[ to rocfiiir members so long as the 



British remain in Ireland. Exactly that 
conclusion was reached by the army in 
their secret report Northern Ireland, 
Future Terrorist Trends — which was 
leaked to Republican News last year. 
The report states that the Catholic 
communities will continue to support 
the armed groups, and that the army 
can only ever hope to retain an uneasy 
peace by occupying the Catholic 
communities constantly. 

Clearly the issues Involved in Ireland 
today should be of concern to everyone. 
Many people seem very happy to 
support the liberation movements in 
what they consider to be a distant part 
of the globe, but suddenly forget their 
principles when confronted with the 
situation in Ireland. Furthermore many 
people in Canada seem to think that 
Ireland is an Issue of no relevance to 
them. One doesn't need to look too far 
to see analogies here in Quebec. What 
happened to this province during the 
War Measures Act has been going on 
continuously in the North of Ireland for 
the last ten years. The Prevention of 
Terrorism Act in force in the UK allows 
detention for up to 72 hours without 
arrest or access to lawyers, allows 
searching of homes throughout the UK 
without any due processes of law. For a 
long time Internment existed in the 
North of Ireland, and many Republican 
sympathizers, trade unionists, and 
socialists were imprisoned for years 
without trial. Amnesty International and 
the European Court of Human Rights 
have testified to the fact that torture is 
used to extract confessions from 
dotsInGOS 

The British have used the war in 
Ireland to perfect techniques of crowd 
control and anti-insurgency-water 
cannons, strobes, plastic bullets, 
gasses and other methods of operation 
which have all been developed in 
Ireland and exported to other countries. 
The British have been responsible for 
training "anti-terrorist" squads in 
France, Germany, Canada, Italy and 
Spain. British "technical" advice has 
been given to the dictatorship in Aden. 
Naturally these "anti-terrorist" methods 
are used against popular demon- 
strations and trades union activities, it 
is because of the war in Ireland that the 
British can pride themselves on their 
technical know-how.

Situation In the H Blocks 

In 1972 the British govern- 
ment conceded that prisoners 
convicted of political offences 
in the North of Ireland were 
political prisoners by granting 
them ‘special category’ status. 
But'on March 1st 1976, as part 
of the government’s 
propaganda campaign to 
misrepresent the war in the 
North of Ireland as a "war 
against crime", this status was 
removed. 

But such prisoners are still 
convicted under special 
legislation, in special non-jury 
courts, and frequently on the 
basis of "confessions" ob- 
tained under torture. They 
refuse to be classified as 
criminals, and for more than 
three years they have been 
refusing to wear prison clothes 
or do prison work. The British 
government has responded by 
denying them basic human 
rights. 

Today some 500 Republican ' 
"blanket men" In the H-blocks 
of Long Kesh prison camp are 
locked up 24 hours a day In 
inhuman conditions, denied 
physical exercise, fresh air, 
recreational facilities and 
association with other 
prisoners, and are subjected to 
constant humiliation and 
brutality. Both the 'blanket 
men’ and the 40 women 
engaged In a similar protest In 
the Armagh jail are refusing to 
wash or slop out In protest at 
the severe punishment that 
’ they receive. 

Their demands are simple. 

1. The right to wear their own 
clothes. 

2. The right to refrain from 
prison work. 

3. The right to free 
association among political 
prisoners. 

4. The right to organize their 
own recreational and 
educational facilities and 
receive one visit, letter and 
parcel per week. 

5. Restoration of full 
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remission of sentences. 

These same demands are the 
basis of Charter 80 petition, 
which is being circulated in 
England. This petition has the 
support of many MPs, the 
Bishop of Namibia and other 
Church figures, many political 
organizations, many trades 
unions and student 
organizations. 

But In the last weeks the 
situation in Ireland has become 
increasingly severe. The 
prisoners In the H-Blocks have 
decided to go on Hunger Strike. 
Last week, 12 prisoners began 
a Hunger Strike, and they have 



vowed to continue tp the death 
if their demands are not ac- 
cepted. In the intolerable 
conditions under which the 
prisoners are kept it will not 
take long before people start 
dying. A week last Sunday 
30,000 people marched in 
Belfast In solidarity with the H 
Block protest. In England, 
Charter 80 organizers have 
called a demonstration for 
November 15th, which is ex- 
pected to attract many 
thousands of people. The 
British Government have said 
that they will not give in to 
‘blackmail’.
